A total of 2,000 single homeless, 
men, many-of whom are not a respon- 
sibility,.of the Alberta Government, 
were given work under a Dominion- 
Provincial program. Each Govern- 
ment, contributed 60% of this cost but 
the work was found and administered 
by the Provintial Government, It 
operated from Apr‘! 1st to July 31st, 
1987, at which time the Dominion ag- 
reement ternmina.ed, The average 
cost if the work was $65.00 per man 
per month, Bach man was given a 
portion. of his earnings during the 
term of his employment but a portion 
was retained by the government and 
was later made_ available to him in 
monthly. instalments payable at any 
point in western Canada. 

Under the Dominion-Provincial 
Farm Placemeny Plan ‘4,415 single 
homeless men were placed in farm— 
the Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments sharing the cost equally. The 
average cost to the Province for men 
in depots or recreation camps was ap- 
proximately $12.00 per man per month. 
Under the Farm Placement Plan the 
cost, Including clothing and trans- 
portation, payment of $5.00 per month 
to the man and a bonus of $5.00 to the 
farmer, was approximately the same 
is the Cost of keeping a man in a de- 
pot but the Farm Placement Plan 
proved more advantageous in many 
ways, and the Dominfon Government 
shared half the cost— a share not 
borne for men in depots, 

In addition to these activities in be- 
half of persons on relief, the Provin- 
cial Govrnment adminstered success- 
fully the agreeemnts, to which the 
Dominion Government contributed, 
for the removal of settlers from the 
drought areas, A total of 223 fami- 
lies consisting of 936 persons were 
settled on fertile land under this 
plan, Of these families 163 had re- 
ceived relief assistance previously and 
60 had not received previous relief as- 
sistance, A few of these families 
are still being given some assistance 
but the majority are no longer a 
charge upon the taxpayers. 

Approximately 3,000 patients were 
given medical services and hospitali- 
zation, For this purpose the Pro- 
vincia} Government retained the ser- 
vices of 24 physicians and three nurses 
who were available to needy persons 
in the pioneer and outlying districts 
where they practiced, Medical ser- 
vices for single men on relief were 
granted on the recommendation of our 
approved physicians,
